Public  He alth  Inspector  for  the  Year,  1970 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1970. 


Population 

The  Registrar  General*  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  16,910  which  was  an  increase  of  1,290  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  births  was  320  which  was  an  increase  of  5  over  that 
of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly  1 8 .9 ; 
this  becomes  17.8  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  Generals 
Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  was  higher  than  that  of  16.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 


Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Five  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  rate  of  15.0  per  1,000 
total  (live  and  still)  birth  was  higher  than  that  of  13.0  for  England 
and  Wales. 


Infant  Deaths  and 


One  death  was  registered  due  to:- 


Heart  failure,  Congenital  Malformation  of  the  heart  -  2  days. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  3.0  compared  with 
that  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and  infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and 
atalectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the 
chief  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 


Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to 
Pregnancy,  Childbirth  and  Abortion  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  high 
standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  235  (79  M.  156  F.) 
and  the  crude  death  rate  was  13.9;  this  comparatively  high  rate  was 
due  to  the  naturally  higher  mortality  in  Hothfield  Hospital  which 
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accoinmodates  ohionio  sick  patients  and  from  which  deaths  are  assigned 
to  the  District  when  patients  have  been  resident  fcr  more  than  six 
months.  The  Registrar  General5 s  Comparability  Factor  which  is 
computed  frcsn  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
takes  this  into  account  and  the  adjusted  rate  v/as  7*9  which  was  lower 
than  that  of  11 .7  For  England  and  ¥ales . 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes  amongst  the 
aged,  namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
Fervous  System  of  which  there  were  9/  out  of  the  total  of  235  deaths. 
Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  ( Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Coronary  Atheroma) 
was  the  cause  of  44  of  those  deaths.  These  were  in  the  following  age-- 
groups:-  5  between  55  -  54,  7  between  65  -  74  and  32  over  75  years. 

The  great  majority  of  deaths  were  over  65  years,  those  in  the  age  group 
over  75  years  having  been  the  highest.  Although  these  figures  are 
small  for  any  valid  inference,  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  deaths 
vmre  in  old  age  conforms  with  the  usual  pattern  and  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  it  is  primarily  a  degenerative  or  senile  disease. 

Canoer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  35  having  been  registered  in  the  following  age-groups :- 

1  between  35  -  44,  4  between  45  -  54,  7  between  55  -  64,  10  between 
65  -  74  and  13  over  75  years  of  age.  The  mortality  increases  with 
old  age,  pari  passu  with  the  fact  that  medical  advice  is  commonly 
sought  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  13  (l0  M.  3  F.)  of  these  deaths 
in  the  followihg  age-groups:-  1  between  3  -  4,  2  between  45  -  54, 

3  between  55  -  64,  5  between  65  -  74  years  of  age  and  2  over  75  years. 
Generally ;  the  majority  of  deaths  from  dancer  of  the  Lung  are  in 
earlier  age-groups  than  those  of  other  forms  of  Cancer,  and  the  fact 
that  the  ratio  of  deaths  predominates  in  males,  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  is  a  precipitating  factor  amongst 
those  who  aro  predisposed. 

Canoer  of  the  Breast  caused  9  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups 

2  between  45  -  54,  1  between  55  -  64,  2  between  65  -  74  and  4  over 
75  years  of  age.  Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  is 
insidious,  Cancer  of  the  Breast  in  comparison  with  other  forms  of 
Cancer,  is  not  difficult  to  diagnose  and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  in  early  age-groups,  seek 
medical  advice  too  late. 

Canoer  of  the  Stomach  caused  l(F)  death  in  the  over  75  years  of 
age -group. 

The  other  causes  of  deaths  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  following  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during 
the  year:-

Tuberculosis 
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No  new  cases  of  Respiratory  or  Non -Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  nfl  deaths  were  recorded. 

Food  Poisoning 

Cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  are  still  required 
to  be  notified.  There  was  one  case  of  Salmonella  Typhi-Murium 
notified  -  the  patient  (a  female)  being  22  years  of  age.  No  other 
cases  were  notified.  This  fact  is  an  excellent  tribute  to  the 
invaluable  routine  prevention  work  in  Food  Hygiene  carried  through 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

Influenza 

Fortunately,  there  was  no  outbreak  of  this  dangerous  infection 
during  the  winter  months, 

A  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  prevalence  of  serious  Infectious 
Diseases  has  been  reached,  in  prevention  and  treatment.  For  example, 
the  remarkable  advance  in  this  Century  of  medical  science,  with 
emphasis  on  the  last  4-0  years,  has  prevented  by  vaccination  and 
immunisation  lethal  and  disabling  infections  such  as  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  and  recently  Measles  and  G-erman  Measles 
and  by  treatment  with  sp  oific  Anti-biotics  and  Sulpha  drugs,  diseases 
caused  by  bacteria  such  as  Acute  Meningitis,  the  Pneumonias,  Puerperal 
Sepsis,  Scarlet  Fever,  Erysipelas ,  Typhoid,  Paratyphoid  Fevers,  and 
Food  Poisoning  etc. 

Influenza,  which  is  still  epidemic  in  the  winter  months  is  by  and 
large  the  most  dangerous  infection  and  it  is  still  equivocal  whether 
vaccination  is  preventive,  unless  a  vaccine  specific  to  the  strain  which 
is  likely  to  become  epidemic  is  prepared  in  time  before  the  epidemic 
occurs . 

All  virus  infections  per  se  do  not  respond  to  treatment  by  the 
Anti-biotics  or  Sulpha  drugs,  but  fortunately  serious  complications 
caused  by  bacteria  usually  x-espond  successfully  to  treatment. 

Vaccination  against  the  virus  of  Measles  has 
recently  been  introduced,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  biennial 
outbreaks  which  occur  will  be  eventually  controlled.  Vaccination 
is  available  at  the  Child  Wei af are  Clinics  and  from  the  Family  Doctor. 

Vaccination  against  German  Measles  has  also  been  recently 
introduced  for  girls  aged  about  13-14  years  which  would  prevent 
congenital  malformations  amongst  babies  whose  mothers  might  suffer 
from  this  infection  during  the  early  months  of  pregnancy. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the 
District  was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and  I  would  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  and 
support  of  the  Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation 
and  very  efficient  service.

I  BEG  TO  SUBMIT  MY  EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL 
CIRCUMSTANCES  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  3lST  DECEMBER,  1970. 

The  CHANGING  FACE  OF  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  WITH  THE  VARYING  REPORTS  OF 
SELECT  COMMITTEES  AND  LATTERLY  THE  CHANGE  OF  GOVERNMENT  ALL  MAKE  THIS 
TOPIC  A  SPECULATIVE  ONE.  THERE  IS  UNDOUBTEDLY  A  NEED  TO  ENLARGE  AND 
STREAMLINE  COUNCILS  BUT  AT  THE  SAME  TIME  TO  GIVE  THE  NEW  BODIES  A 
LARGER  FIELD  TO  MANAGE  AND  THE  MONEY  TO  DO  SO. 

THE  GROWTH  OF  POPULATION  -  WITH  THE  COMPLETION  OF  STANHOPE  ESTATE 
HAS  ADDED  SOME  5000  TO  OUR  I  I  000  INHABITANTS.  THIS  INCREASE  TOGETHER 
WITH  THE  SHOPPING  PRECINCT  TO  SERVE  JT,  COUPLED  WITH  THE  EXTRA 
INSPECTORAL  WORK  OCCASIONED  BY  THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES 

Act  and  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  showed  the  Council  the  necessity  to 

INCREASE  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  BY  AN  ADDITIONAL 

Public  Health  Inspector.  The  backlog  of  work  has  been  cut,  food 

PREMISES  ARE  GETTING  MORE  REGULAR  VISITS,  AND  SAMPLING  OF  SUSPECTED 
WATER  SOURCES  HAS  BEEN  INCREASED. 

The  Public  Cleansing  Service  received  a  severe  set-back  with  the 
Manual  Workers  Strike.  House  refuse  was  not  collected,  cesspools  were 

NOT  EMPTIED  AND  RODENT  CONTROL  WAS  HALTED.  PUBLIC  OPINION  WAS  AGAINST 
THE  STRIKE  AS  SUCH,  BUT  SIDED  WITH  THE  MEN  OVER  THE  WAGES  PROBLEM. 

Except  at  Stanhope,  the  rural  district  coped  easily  with  disposal  but  the 

PUNCH  WAS  FELT  IN  THE  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE  WHEN  A  BACKLOG  OF  WORK 
OF  EIGHT  WEEKS  BUILT  UP.  HAPPILY  THE  RATEPAYERS  AS  A  WHOLE  ACCEPTED  THE 
SITUATION  AND  ALLOWED  THEIR  RIGHTFUL  DEMANDS  TO  BE  CANCELLED. 

The  Council’s  firm  intention  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  Act,  (968  has  resulted  in  a  camp  for  twelve  itinerant 
families.  Each  renting  has  a  hard  standing  sufficiently  large  to  hold 
BOTH  CARAVAN  AND  LORRY,  A  BRICK  BUILT  WASHROOM,  STORE  AND  W  ,C  . 

Electricity  is  supplied  by  pre-payment  meter.  A  good  service  road  gives 

ACCESS  FROM  THE  PUBLIC  ROAD,  AND  IF  THE  OCCUPIERS  EXERCISE  SOME  SORT  OF 
CIVIC  PRIDE  IT  COULD  BECOME  A  REAL  HOME.  THE  TREE  PLANTING  SCHEME,  WHEN 
COMPLETED  WILL  GIVE  A  TRULY  RURAL  ASPECT  TO  THE  SCENE.

THE  MAINS  SUPPLY  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  IS  DISTRIBUTED  BY  THE  MlO  KENT 

Water  Company.  Collection  is  from  the  North  Downs  at  Charing  by  means  of 

ARTESIAN  WELLS,  AND  IS  STORED  IN  HIGH  LEVEL  RESERVOIR  TANKS  AND  DISTRIBUTED 
BY  GRAVITY.  THE  WATER  IS  NOT  PLUMBI  SOLVENT.

HAS  PROVED  THAT  THERE  ARE  ADVERSE  BACTERIAL  COUNTS  FOLLOWING  HEAVY  RAIN, 

This  shows  that  surface  contamination  takes  place  in  the  wet  weather. 
Whenever  possible,  conversion  to  a  public  treated  supply  should  be 

ENCOURAGED. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


With  both  Kingsnorth  and  Shadoxhurst  villages  now  enjoying  main 

DRAINAGE,  THE  EFFORTS  OF  THE  SURVEYORS  DEPARTMENT  WAS  DIRECTED  TOWARDS 
SCHEMES  FOR  PLUCKLEY ,  LITTLE  CHART  AND  WESTWELL.  THESE  ARE  THE  ONLY 
VILLAGES  IN  THE  DISTRICT  WITHOUT  A  WHOLE  OR  PARTIAL  MAIN  DRAINAGE 
NETWORK. 

Plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  the  enlargement  of  three  village 

DISPOSAL  WORKS  TO  ENABLE  ADDITIONAL  PROPERTIES  TO  BE  CONNECTED  AND  TO 
IMPROVE  THE  OUTFALL  TO  THE  STREAMS. 

Of  THE  VILLAGES  WITHOUT  MAIN  DRAINAGE,  PLUCKLEY  CAUSES  THE  MOST 
CONCERN  WITH  DISPOSAL.  IT  IS  SITUATED  ON  WEALDEN  CLAY,  THE  NATURE  OF 
WHICH  PERMITS  LITTLE  OR  NO  FILTRATION  OR  PURIFICATION.  THE  NETWORK 
OF  DITCHES  ARE  HEAVILY  POLLUTED  AND  DURING  WARM  SPELLS  SOMEWHAT 
OFFENSIVE. 

Public  Conveniences 

This  necessary  facet  of  the  public  health  service,  still  causes 

CONCERN  REGARDING  VANDALISM.  THE  EXPENSE  TO  THE  RATEPAYERS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
IN  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE  IS  SUCH,  AS  TO  GIVE  A  FAIR  REASON  FOR  MAKING 
PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  A  CHARGE  TO  NATIONAL  AND  NOT  LOCAL  EXPENDITURE,  THERE 
IS  NO  DOUBT  THAT  THE  PROVISION  OF  CONVENIENCES  IS  A  BOON  TO  TRAVELLERS 
AND  PICNICKERS  BUT  OF  LESS  SIGNIFICANCE  TO  LOCAL  INHABITANTS.

The  second  tanker  was  received  in  May  and  the  service  of  the 
Contractor  was  dispensed  with  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  workers  strike  resulted  in  no  collections  for  over  eight  weeks. 

The  first  month  because  of  the  strike  and  the  rest  by  reason  of  the 
inability  of  the  Ashford  Urban  District  Council’s  disposal  works  to  accept 
cesspool  contents.
